TEN MILE TRAIL 
OF BARLEY LEADS 
TO TWO ARRESTS 


SIwo Men Accused of Theft From 
Farm of Lord Rodnéy At 
Fort Saskatchewan 


A trail of barley from the home of 
Lord Rodney, traced for over ten miles 
by Constable Nalder of the A.P.P. 
force, at Fort Saskatchewan, led to 
the arrest of two brothers Homer and 
Paul Couturier on the charge of the 
theft of 60 bushels of the grain and 
brings to light one of the cleverest at- 
tempts to conceal their alleged crime 
and one of the finest pieces of detec- 
tive work done ina most difficult case 
according to the statement of Inspec- 
tor Ptper of the provincial police here 
Tuesday morning. 

A report came from Lord Rodney'on 
July 14 that his granary had been 
broken into and 60 bushels of the fin- 
eet farley taken from it. Constable 
Nalder at once took up the case and 
on examning the granary found wag- 
on tracks leading away from it to the 
north and a little tell-tale trace of the 
barley grains. He followed this trail 
through devious paths for nine miles 
to Heathfield and from thence to Gib- 
bons siding and thence to the home of 
the two accused, two miles farther on. 

The home of the accused was locked 
up and apparently deserted, but a wag- 
on stood at the rear of the barn, 
empty, well swept and clean. The con- 
stable searching closely found grains 
of barley between the boards of the 
floor of the wagon and on examning 
the granary found what appeared to 
be a pile of oate. He however, decided 
to turn this over and to his surprise 
found that it waa in reality a pile of 
barley with only a amearing of oats. 

(But the men were nowHfere in sight 
ao the constable set up a search of the 
surrounding area and found them to- 
gether hiding in the bush a few hun- 
dred yarde away. Placing them under 
arrest and confronting them with the 
charge of the theft of the grain the 
constable says they admitted taking 
it and later in the court before the 
magistrate, John Paul, of Fort Saskat- 
chewan, they waived preliminary hear- 
ing of the evidence and were commit- 
ted to atand their trial in the superior 
court, 

. The two accused had been employed 
by Lord Rodney ut had left his ser- 
viog the day previous to the alleged 
theft,

One blast shattered cornices 
and tore loose window frames in| 
the upper floors of the warehouse | 
and the falling debris killed Fire 
Lieutenant J. J. Schoppneyer and 
injured three firemen so badly) 
they had to be taken to a hospital. | 

Acting Fire Chief ‘Smokey! 
Joe’’ Martin, directing the work | 
of his men opposite the warehouse 
was blown through a doorway by 
the force of one of the explosions 


and injured. The crew of an en-| 


gine company fighting the fire 
that broke out after the first| 
blast, were knocked from the ap- 
paratus to the street by one of 
those that followed. 

The warehouse is occupied by} 
the Manufacturers’ Transit com-| 
pany. The blasts tore enormous 
holes in the building, hurling! 
stone, bricks and packed crates; 
out into the streets. The structure 
was used for storing goods in| 
transit and it was believed either 
powder or chemicals, or both, 


caused the blasts. 

Working feverishly under a blazing 
noon sun to check the flames sweeping 
a warehouse in the heart of Greenwich 
village, firemen today were unable to 


pierce the thick cloak of mysterious 
black smoke which completely shroud- 
ed the building and were forced to use 
powerful searchlights. 

The fire started with an explosion 
about 8 a.m, Several more followed. 
By noon the casualties stood at two 
dead, nearly thirty injured and three 
missing. The toll was taken chiefly 
from the ranks of the firemen and 
police department, 

Jane street, on which the warchouse 
faced, was submerged by a foot of 
water ‘ 

Among the hundreds driven from 
their homes were artists and poets in- 
habiting the Bohemian section of the 
city. 

Nearly five hours after the blaze 
started, the cause was undetermined 
and the casualty list unchecked.

July 18—Reginald Dunn 
and Josewh O'Sullivan were found 
ewilty today after trial in the Old 
Bailey, of the murder wf the 
Field Marshal Sir Henry 
Wilson, who wae shot down in front 
of his aome on Baton Place last 
month Both the convicted men 
were sentenced to death. 

At the opening of he triad both 
Mrisoners afmitted that they shot 
the famous Irish soliler last month. 
The judge, however, mid he would 
treat this statement as a plea of not 
guilty, as the defendants refused to 
say anything further. 

Besides the murder of Fiei Mar- 
ehal Wilson, the prisoners were in- 
dicted on charges of attempting 
murder two policemen and a taxi- 
oab driver The asenssination charge, 
however, was the only one taken up

at today’s trial. 
Attorney-General Sir Pirnest Pol- 
lock, Travers Humphreys and Bu- 


siace Fulton prosecuted the case on 
behalf of the crown and the prison- 
ers were defended by Amtemas Jones, 
n member of the housevof commons, 
and Jeremiah MicVeagh. 

Mleborate precautions were taken 
to see that no Sinn Feiners or sym- 
pathizers with the Irish republicans 
gained admiasion to‘the court.
